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Introduced as pets, they became popular in 
Japan as “love tokens.” That they must 
mate in pairs, or die, has been discredited. 


Accused of spreading “‘parrot fever,” Para- 
keets are defended by some authorities, 
who say pigeons can be just as dangerous.
